NEW SEASON TICKET 


Boston and Maine Has Plan That Will 


Cut Down Riding Some. 


A new style seusnn ticket has been 


adopted and issued this month by the 
Boston and Maine railroad. It is in cou- 
pon book form, and a ticket is detached 
each trip. The tickets are anything but 
popular, and kicks are comicg from ev- 
ery side. 


Under the old style tickets holders 


could ride Sundays or any time, and al- 
most as many times as they wanted to 
during the month. Not that there were 
rides sufficient «or this, but the conduc- 
tors seldom punched the numbers per- 
fectly, often striking between the num 
bers. 


Then, too, a person holding a ticket 


between Newburyport and Boston for 
instance, could stop of at Lynn and 
when be took the next train simply say

With the new etyl , a coupon must 


be torn off at every trip, and if a person 
get* off the train at a way station be 
must give up another coupon.

son may ride as often or when he de- 
sires.

WOLVES IN CANADA. 


Their-Recenl Enormous Increase Alarms 


The Settlers and Hunters. 


Ottawa. May 4.—An enormous increase 


.r. the number of ivolves is reported from 
many parts of Canada. The most com- 
mon \arietj in Canada is the great gray 
wolf, and Us reappearance in the lumber 
districts cf the upper Ottawa has created 
a good dea! of alarm among the settleis 
and lumbermen in sparsely inhabited 
districts.

gtroyed by poison, and the skins and 
heads of several have been laroaght to 
Quebec. The only common poison fonnd 
Strong enough to kill them is strych- 
nine. Aconite, atropine and corrosive 
sublimate have all proved ineffective. 
About two grains of strychnia is mixed 
with a little tallow, forming a small 
ball, and covered with a coating of 
grease. This is left with a portion of a 
deer's carcass or something of that kind. 


Various reasons are given for the 


present increase io the number of 
wolves. One is undoubtedly the abolJ- 
Jon of the bounty on their heads pawl 
some time ago by the Canadian govern- 
ment. In the Yukon, where they are 
Just now t ource of great annoyaiwe 
to miners, the ferocious beasts have 
been apparently driven to follow the 
miners nearer to their camps than here- 
tofore by th« decrease in the number 
of moose and caribou, which are being 
killed off by the newcomers, thus de- 
priving the wolves of their customary 
food. So dangerous have they become 
in the Klondike tbat the government 
of Canada is now employing a part of 
its Northwest mounted police force in 
poisoning them. In other parts of the 
country it is said to be the abundance 
of game that is answerable for the re- 
cent swarms of wolves in the neighbor- 
hood of civilization. The red deer, of 
which the wolves are particularly fond 
anil which fall an easy prey when over- 
taken by them, have multiplied exceed- 
ingly all over the province of Quebec 
within the last year or two, so that in 
many parts of the country they have 
become a positive injury to farmers by 
feeding upon their crops. This increase 
in the natural food of the wolves has 
doubtless had much to do with the aug- 
mentation of their own numbers. They 
follow the deer very frequently right 
out into the clearings, and unless they 
aro destroyed will not take long to de- 
plete the country of game. It is a well 
known fact tbat much of the suffering 
and distress of the Montagnais Indians 
of Canada in the interior of Labrador 
and of the consequent decrease in their 
number has bren due to the great havoc 
wrought by wolves among the caribou 
npon which thev feed.—<
